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Now We Know Why Pork is Popular 


Tests Show High Food Value of Pork Through Varying Protein, 
Fat and Vitamin Content 


Results of scientific 
proved that the public’s 
products has a sound basis. 

Bacon and eggs are no accidental combina- 
tion. Neither is a ham sandwich. 

There are scientific reasons which explain 
why the energetic American people consume 
pork so liberally. In recent years the con- 
sumption of this meat has amounted to about 
50 per cent of the total meat dietary in the 
United States, according to estimates of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, United States 
Department of Agriculture. 

Meanwhile, investigations conducted by 
Ralph Hoagland, biochemist of the bureau, 
and his associates, have been resulting in 
many striking facts concerning products de- 
rived from the lowly hog. The combined 
results of chemical analyses and feeding ex- 
periments with small animals during a period 
of 10 years explain many of the food habits 
which appetite brought about long before 
their scientific explanations were known. 

Ham and Eggs for Vitamins. 

Among the most important experiments are 
those dealing with the mysterious but essen- 
tial food substances known as vitamins. The 
work has shown lean pork to be rich in 
vitamin B, but on the other hand low in the 
fat-soluble vitamin A. 

But when one considers that so many pork 
products are commonly eaten with eggs, 
which are rather low in vitamin B but rich 
in vitamin A, the nutritive value of the 
combination is apparent. 

Thus meals containing ham and eggs, or 
bacon and eggs, furnish a liberal supply of 


experiments have

these two important food elements, besides 
fat, protein, minerals, and other desirable 
constituents, 


Nutritive Value of Pork Protein. 


Other important results of the govern- 
ment’s studies in the biochemistry of meat 
show the value of pork in combination with 
cereal and vegetable products. 

Until a few years ago it was commonly 
assumed that, with some exceptions, a pound 
of digestible protein in one food product had 
practically the same food value as a pound in 
another. New as the result of extensive 
experiments conducted in the Department of 
Agriculture and elsewhere, it is known that 
there are wide differences among the proteins 
from various sources. The proteins in cer- 
tain animal products “such as lean meat, fish, 
milk and eggs—have a higher nutritive value 
than those found in wheat, corn, rice, oats, 
and navy beans—that is, when each product 
is the only source of protein in the diet. 

Recognizing that most foods are consumed 
in mixed diet, Mr. Hoagland and other in- 
vestigators have conducted extensive series 
of experiments to answer the question, 
“What is the value of protein in pork as 
well as in other meats, when it is consumed 
with vegetable and grain products?” In gen- 
eral, they found that meat proteins not only 
have a high nutritive value when fed in a 
mixed diet as when fed alone, but that they 
greatly increase the nutritive value of the 
cereal proteins. 

Thus, the proteins in the bread of a ham 
sandwich become more nutritious when eaten 
in combination with the meat. 

Composition of Pork Cuts Varies. 

Another unusual quality of the hog is the 
widely varying composition of different parts 
of its body.

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Mohler Takes Packer and Stockyard Control 


Announcement was made this week by 
Secretary of Agriculture Jardine that ad- 
ministration of the packers and stock- 
yards act will be placed under Dr. John 
R. Mohler, chief of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry. 

This act, passed by Congress several 
years ago, gives the department absolute 
control over public stock yards and pack- 
ing plants. The administration previously 
has been under an independent division of 
the Department, known as the Packers 
and Stockyards Administration, with John 
J. Caine III as chief. 

Dr. Mohler has long had control of the 
enforcement of the federal meat inspec- 
tion act—which is the only really effective 
food law in the country, and the rigorous 
but eminently fair administration of 
which has made Dr. Mohler famous. 

A Logical Selection. 

Meat inspection and packer and stock- 
yards control are closely related, and it 
was natural and economical to combine 
them. The that such tremendous 
power is placed in the hands of one man 
is a tribute to that man. The respect and 
confidence with which all interests—pro- 
ducer packer, dealer—regard Dr. Mohler, 
make this centralization of authority both 
lovical and acceptable. 

Dr. Mohler entered the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry more than 30 years ago, on 
January 1, 1897. A graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania and Marquette 
University Medical School, he took special 
veterinary courses abroad and holds de- 
grees of A. B., A. M., V. M. D., and D. Sc.

He was first assigned to field inspec- 
tion work in the Bureau at Kansas City, 
going to several other stations and mak- 
ing special investigations of animal dis- 
eases which at once attracted the atten- 
tion of his superiors. 

A Record in Meat Inspection. 

He was transferred to meat inspection 
on September 7, 1897, at Kansas City, 
under the lamented Dr. S. E. Bennett, 
where he performed post mortem inspec- 
tion duties on the packinghouse killing 
floor. Later he was put in charge of micro- 
scopic work on pork for export, and in 
June, 1899, was transferred to Washing- 
ton as assistant in the pathological di- 
vision. 

His rise was rapid, and on July 1, 1894, 
he was assistant chief of the Bu- 
death of Dr. Melvin in 
December, 1917, he became chief of the 


made 
reau. On the 


Bureau, and his ten years record has been 
such as to place federal meat inspection 
where it is surpassed by none in the 
world. 

An estimate of Dr. Mohler by a packer 
executive is contained in the statements 
of R. F. Eagle, assistant to the president 
of Wilson & Company, who at a testi- 
monial dinner to Dr. Mohler during the 
International Livestock Exposition in 
Chicago last December said, among other 
things: 

An Outstanding Contribution. 

“In my personal opinion the federal 
meat inspection system represents one of 
the oustanding contributions to the wel- 
fare of the American meat industry. 

“When Dr. Mohler assumed responsi- 
bility there remained a tremendous field 
for development in connection with meat 
inspection and its relation to the meat in- 
dustry. Ravages of animal plagues’ and 
parasites were contributing to a great na- 
tional waste, either throuvh terrific losses 
or a stunting in the growth of the animal. 

“There remained much to be done in the 
way of reclaiming as edible products in 
the meat industry products that repre- 
sented waste because they were degraded 
into inedible products. Dr. Mohler rose to 
the occasion, and through practical and 
scientific methods, and in cooperation with 
all those interested, he has steadily made 
contributions to the meat industry by

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pointing the way to satisfactory methods 
of handling and processing, which when 
put into practice were in no way incon- 
sistent with the law or the regulations. 

“There still remains much that can be 
accomplished along these lines in the in- 
terest of producer, packer and consumer, 
and the industry feels assured in advance 
that under Dr. Mohler’s direction these 
matters will be adjusted to the interest of 
all concerned.” 

These estimates of the official who now 
centers regulation of the entire industry 
in his office may be said fairly to express 
the facts, and to represent the sentiments 
of those in the industry who are interested 
in its advancement and prosperity. 

The Official Announcement 

The full text of Secretary Jardine’s an- 
nouncement follows: 

“The amended general rules and regu- 
lations for carrying out the provisions of 
the act have been further amended by 
submitting the words ‘Bureau of Animal 
Industry’ for the words ‘Packers and 
Stockyards Administration.’ The employes 
of the Packers and Stockyards Adminis- 
tration are to be transferred June 30 to 
the Bureau of Animal Industry. 

“This change in organization in the De- 
partment of Agriculture follows the gen- 
eral plan of carrying on the regulatory 
work in a more orderly and logical man- 
ner and with more efficiency and econ- 
omy. 

“Several laws relating to the livestock 
industry, including the virus serum act, 
tuberculosis eradication act, tick eradica- 
tion law, twenty-eight-hour law, animal 
quarantine act, are enforced by the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, and in the opinion of 
the Secretary much overhead expense can 
be saved by adding the Packers and 
Stockyards Act to this related group. 

“Furthermore, the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry with approximately 4,000 employes 
scattered throughout the country is in 
close contact with the livestock industry 
at many points, and has numerous chan- 
nels of information which make possible 
prompt and intelligent action. This bureau 
was formed primarily to carry on enforce- 
ment work, the organic act providing for 
‘the promulgation and enforcement of 
quarantines by the Secretary to control 
the spread of communicable diseases of 
animals.’ 

Voluntary penis bior” 

“There has, of course, been €o00perauon 
between the Packers and Stockyards Ad- 
ministration and the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry, but it was only voluntary. The 
reorganization makes the relationship of 
the enforcement of the Packers and Stock- 
yards Act to other livestock regulatory 
work. The entire industry will have a 
single contact point in the Department of 
Agriculture. 

“This movement for better organization 
of regulatory work is in line with the 
action recently taken by the Secretary of 
Agriculture in placing the regulatory work 
carried on bv the Bureau of Chemistry 
in the Food, Drug and Insecticide Admin- 
istration, a new unit to take form July 1, 
and which also is to include the regulatory 
work now carried on by the Insecticide 
and Fungicide Board.”

Hence there is a growing tendency to 
neglect the latter. 

It is high time the housewife be 
told more about meat.

initial meat merchandising 
campaign, planned to cover the 


months of July and August, is being 
financed by the packing industry. 
At the suggestion of the Institute of 
American Meat Packers, the associa- 
tion’s membership shouldered not 
only the financial burden of the cam- 
paign, but most of the activity neces- 
sary to create a bacon and ham de- 
mand for the wholesale and _ retail 
meat industry to satisfy. 

Everyone will profit who is en- 
gaged in the manufacture or distribu- 
tion of the products about which this 
particular merchandising campaign is 
centered. Everyone engaged in the 
manufacture and distribution of meat 
will profit, for many interesting facts 
about meat will be given the public 
in this campaign.

to use a pickle cure or to pump the hams. 
A strictly dry cure should be used, and the 
product handled throughout as any fancy 
meat would be. 

After the product has been given a fancy 
cure, give it a fancy brand name and price 
it accordingly. This is necessary, as the 
loss on the less popular cuts from soft and 
oily hogs is considerable and must be 
made up in some way if the packer is to 
pay the same price he would for firm 
hogs. 

That this meat can be so marketed was 
demonstrated in an Eastern city. Hams 
of a brand known to consist entirely of 
soft or oily meats were purchased by a 
retailer who knew of their fine flavor. 

He offered these hams to the public at a 
price well above that asked for the same 
packer’s best brand—and he got it! He 
featured flavor and developed a nice trade.

Odors from Tank House 


Unpleasant odors from an_ inedible 
grease tank are troubling an Eastern ren- 
derer. He wants to know if these can be 
eliminated by using a water condensing 
system and exposing the fumes to the fire 
boxes in the boiler room. He says: 
Editor The Nationa] Provisioner. 

Will you be kind enough to inform us if it is 
practicable to operate an inedible grease tank and 
eliminate the unpleasant odors which are so objec- 
tionable to the surroundings? 

I have been informed that there is a method where- 
by these gases can be withdrawn through a water 
condensing system and that the acid fumes can also 
be withdrawn and exposed through the fire boxes in 
the boiler room. 

Any information as to where equipment may be 
obtained to eliminate these odors or any construction 
that would be practicable would be greatly appre- 
ciated. 

One of the best ways to avoid the most 
objectionable odors is by handling the 
product in a strictly fresh condition. If 
product is allowed to stand for some 
hours, or over night, very objectionable 
odors are sure to result during the render- 
ing process. 

Withdrawing the gases through a water 
condensing system has not been found 
entirely satisfactory, as the odors from 
the condensate are almost as bad as those 
from the gases before being condensed. 

Acid fumes can be piped to a point over 
the fire and burned, thus eliminating the 
odor. No equipment is necessary for this 
except a valve at the tank head and a 
pipe. When the fumes are so piped it is 
important that all connections and open- 
ings into the rendering tanks be kept ab- 
solutely tight. Gas escaping from the ren- 
dering tank, through even small openings, 
produces a great deal of disagreeable 
odor. 

It would be possible to put a condenser 
on the tank and condense the odors while 
the tank is being cooked, but eventually 
the tank must be opened up and the tank 
It is this tank water 
Later the

that gives off the worst smells. 
tankage must be dried and there is another 
odor. 

It would be possible to hook the tank- 
age dryer on to the same condenser and 
get away with a lot of the tankage drying 
edor with a condenser. 

There is also an odor condenser by 
which the disagreeable 
densed under a vacuum and discharged 
into either the grease or oil trap.

involve a great deal of expense. 

Another method of getting rid of odors 
is by means of a deodorizer used on steam 
jacketed driers and operated either by 
compressed air, steam from the boiler, or 
the exhaust steam from the steam jacket 
of the dryer. This deodorizer discharges 
into either the atmosphere or the sewer. 

Advocates of dry rendering believe this 
method of rendering eliminates all odors, 


provided the product is handled fresh. In-

Keeping Dry Cured Bacon 


A curer in the West who has been bene- 
fitted by formulas furnished by THe Na- 
TIONAL PROVISIONER, asks for some further 
information on holding bacon. He says: 
Editor The National Provisioner: 

I have been curing bacon according to your recipe 
for fancy dry cured bacon and find it very satis- 
factory. Will this keep well in summer 
weather? 

Where there is no proper cooling system for back- 
curing bacon which has to be held, what is the best 
way to handle it? Should it be hung in the cooler, 
or is it better to put it in a vat and not take it out 
until needed? Or, should it be smoked first? 


bacon 


In back-curing bacon, the pickled bellies 
should be removed from the vat at cured 
age. If the demand for smoked bacon 
does not warrant increased stocks, then 
the bellies may be drained and put in the 
freezer at a temperature of 5 degs. above 
zero or lower, and held until they are 
wanted for the smokehouse. 

This is what is known as “back packing” 
of cured meats, and is a practice that is 
no longer advised. The accepted method 
at the present time is to freeze the green 
meats and hold them until they are wanted 
for curing. 

If bacon is held indefinitely after it is 
smoked it loses its luster, and is not as 
satisfactory to the trade as the freshly 
smoked product. It is well to hold smoked 
bacon that does not move readily in a 50 
deg. temperature, and before shipping put 
the bellies back in the smokehouse for a 
couple of hours to brighten them up. 

Bacon prepared according to the fancy 
dry cure furnished by THE NatIoNAL 
PROVISIONER should keep well at any sea- 
son of the year.

Care of Beef in Coolers 


A packer who handles his beef through 
several coolers is having trouble with it 
holding up in the retail coolers. He says: 
Editor The National Provisioner: 

We are operating in a small way, 
100 cattle per week. 

The way we cool our beef is this: From the killing 
floor it goes into the chill room. Here it stays until 
the next day, when it goes into the second cooler, 
where it hangs from 24 to 48 hours. Then it goes 
into the main cooler, where it hangs until sold. 

We are having some complaint about our beef not 
holding up in the retailer’s boxes. 

Information as to the temperature we should keep 
each of these coolers, or any other pointers, will be 
appreciated. 


slaughtering 


This packer complains of his beef not 
holding up in the retail cooler, but he 
does not mention just what the complaint 
is. 

If he wants to be sure that his beef is 
in first-class condition, he should see that 
his operations throughout are under strict- 
ly sanitary conditions, and that the car- 
cass is chilled as quickly as possible after 
the animal is slaughtered. 

Another important matter is to see that 
the cogler is not overcrowded, and that 
the carcasses are spaced so as to permit 
a free circulation of air around each. The 
carcasses must not touch each other. 

Air Circulation is Important. 

The coolers should have good air cir- 
culation, and they should be kept dry. 
Otherwise the beef will be moist and will 
not cool properly. 

The carcasses should be properly han- 
dled throughout, not only in the cooler 
but on the killing floor as well, to retain 
the “bloom” and to avoid cuts and bruises 

Hot beef should not be run into a cooler 
where partially chilled carcasses are hang- 
ing, as this makes uniform chilling im- 
possible. 

The quicker the beef is chilled the bet- 
ter, and the less danger of spoilage. 

The inquirer does not state whether he 
uses the open brine spray system of re- 
frigeration, or whether he has coils. In 
either case it is important that the steam 
coming from the carcasses be quickly 
condensed and absorbed. 

To do this there must be good circula- 
tion of air and warm air pockets avoided. 
Wrong Method of Handling. 

He says he runs his carcasses into a 
“fore” cooler, where the preliminary chill- 
ing is done, when they are moved to a 
hanging cooler, where they are held until 


sold. This has the disadvantage of re- 
quiring double handling and an extra 
labor charge against the beef and offers 


greater possibility of contamination. 

It is the opinion of many good oper- 
ating men that the cooler cannot be too 
cold when the carcasses are brought in, 
and that it is practically impossible to chill 
them too rapidly. It is now generally 
conceded that many sour rounds and 
joints come from failure to chill the car- 
casses fast enough. 

A chill room, where used as a_ fore 
cooler, is commonly held at about 40 degs. 
This permits the animal heat to leave the 
carcass very rapidly. As soon as the car- 
casses in the chill room have stopped 
steaming they are moved to the lower 
temperatures of the cooler 

The holding cooler is generally kept at 
from 34 to 36 degs. F. 
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Lard Refining Troubles 


A meat curer in Scotland has recently 
installed what he calls a hog fat bleaching 
and refining plant. He has been having 
trouble with his lard and wants help. 

He writes: 

Editor The National Provisioner: 

In the process of bleaching and refining it is often 
necessary to eliminate the free fatty acid by means 
of saponification with caustic lye of about 40 degrees 
Be’. We are just finding our way and have met with 
some difficulties, chiefly the getting of the soap to 
settle and separate perfectly from the fat. About 
75% separates well, but the remaining 25% is apt 
to remain in a form of emulsion containing a large 
proportion of unsaponified fat. 

After the free fatty acid has been eliminated and 
the product bleached the fat is then deodorized in 
a distilling tank. This tank is made of iron or steel 
and is worked under vacuum. The temperature of 
the oil during distillation is around 135 degs. C. 
This temperature is attained by means of super-heated 
steam. ° 

We tind that after distillation the fat is a little 
darker in color than before distillation, and has also 
a slight metallic flavor, which we are inclined to 
think is caused by the metal of which the vessel is 
made. 

Perhaps you can throw some light on the matter, 
and we shall appreciate the information desired and 
any other information that has a bearing upon bleach- 
ing and refining of hog fats. 

Will you please indicate what are the best lard 
cooling methods; give the temperatures likely to give 
the best results, and indicate the means by which 
American lard acquires its tough, rubbery texture. 
We use a lard cooling drum, but have not been able 
so far to get quite the texture of American lard. 


This inquirer is believed to be wrong in 
refining lard with caustic soda and deodor- 
izing it. If they watch their raw product 
and render it promptly, the acid will be 
so low and the flavor so mild they will 
not need to process it further, except to 
clarify it and bleach it slightly with fuller’s 
earth, filtering out the earth by passing 
the mixture of earth and lard through a 
filter press. 

If they feel it absolutely necessary to 
refine their lard, 18 degs. Bé lye is as 
strong as is necessary. 
be a sufficient quantity. This should be 
followed with a wash of saturated salt 
water to carry down the soap stock. 

The metallic taste they complain if from 
the deodorizing will probably disappear 
after the deodorizer has had 
batches run through it. 

3rine in the lard cooling drum should 
be carried at a temperature of 10 degs. F. 
The lard should be clear and free from 
trace of any grain when fed upon the roll; 
100 to 110 degs. F. is a good temperature. 

It is better to pump the lard directly 
from the picker box to the packages. 

If handled in this manner, lard should 
have the tough texture they desire.

Letters of a Plant Boy 
to His Pal 
XIV—How Can the Company Save Money 
When the Men Make More? 


(This is the fourteenth of a series of letters from 
a packinghouse employe to his friend in another city.) 


Packingtown, June 22. 
Dear Grover: 
Well, mister Cheatwoode told me the 
other day that he is going to leave about 
the first of next month, and that the com- 


pany decided they are not going to do any- > 


thing with Killing and Cutting. 

I can’t see what the heck is the matter 
with those guys at the main office. Of 
course I don’t think it is necessary to have 
mister Cheatwoode here to do that. If 
they would give me somebody to help me 
out for a while with the clerical work, I 
could do the job myself in a couple of 
months. 

But I ain’t going to worry about it if 
those folks at the main office want to 
throw away a pile of jack like they are 
doing. 

It seems some other big plant has tried 
this stuff out on the Killing and Cutting. 
I guess from what I hear they didn’t re- 
duce the cost anything to speak about, 
and they had some trouble when they 
switched the fellows that had been work- 
ing piece-work over to the new basis. 

Anyway, mister Cheatwoode has gone 
over the thing in considerable detail with 
me, and I know just about what to do in 
case they decide to put it over. Mister 
Cheatwoode says he won't be able to come 
back, ’cause he will be in another plant by 
that time. 

What Boosted Killine and Cutting Costs? 

I was talking to the Supe the other day 
about it and I can’t figure out what is eat- 
ing him. But I do know the costs for 
Killing and Cutting are considerably 
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higher this year—either on a hog basis or 
on a per hundredweight basis—than they 
were last year. 

I also know there is quite a few guys 
working on the Killing and Cutting gang 
that were transferred there from other de- 
partments where the premium system is 
working. Maybe that’s it! 

There is a lot of arguments for and 
against putting it in. But I have had 
enough experience with this work in our 
plant here to know we are going to make 
the biggest saving on a percentage basis 
that we have yet made. 

Maybe this isn’t the time to do it, ‘cause 
they are going to have to break in some 
new men when some of these piece- 
workers get their piece-work rates 
changed. But we have done that already, 
and we increased the cost maybe some- 
times 100 per cent for a couple of weeks, 
until the new guys got so they could 
handle their jobs. Then we made some 
very handsome reductions. 

Now I think if I get any time to spare 
off of my regular work I am going to start 
to make a study of the Killing gang. It 
might take me a couple or three months 
before I get it done, and maybe in the 
meantime the big chief might blow in here 
and I might have a chance to tell him 
what I know. 

Of course I am not crazy enough to go 
to the boss over the Supe’s head, ’cause 
he must have got his orders from some- 
body else, and I don’t see from the way 
the fellows in the plant talk now but what 
it hasn’t been a darn good thing for the 
company, and the men too! 


What the Results Show. 


From the figures we got up the other 
day—that is, mister Cheatwoode and I— 
it would seem the gain is just about equal; 
maybe just a little in favor of the com- 
pany. 

The men we have working on the plan 

show a saving of about $125 a man, and 
the increase in the average hourly rate, 
or the earnings to the individual men, 
show around $115 per man. And I can see 
at least a dozen cars that fellows in the 
plant are driving that this system has ac- 
tually paid for, or will pay for. 
_Another thing that comes to my mind 
right now is the way the workmen pester 
me at noon, and when I come to work, 
and when I am going home—asking me 
why the foremen don’t do this or that or 
the other thing, or why they did some- 
thing that cut down their earnings on 
some particular day—and expecting me to 
do something about it! 

Of course there is hardly a week goes 
by but that some department flops for a 
day, and I have to go in and bring them 
up again. 

Then there is another thing, too, that 
my work has brought to light, and that is 
when I make a time study on a man I 
can find out whether he is suited to the 
job he is on or not. Sometimes he isn’t, 
and then my memory shows me some 
other job that he would be better suited 
for, and perhaps the guy that’s on that 
iob would be better on the one I am mak- 
ing the s.udy on. 

Of course the men make a squawk quite 
often when I try to make a transfer. But 
when their earnings go up they are satis- 
fied. 

Well, I guess I will close this up.

But, al- 
though he could talk, he had not learned 
when to stop. 

One of the first things for salesmen to 
know, it seems to me, is that business men 
are busy. Their time is valuable, and one 
may easily create a bad impression and 
lose a sale by taking more of their time 
than is necessary. 

It is just as important to a salesman’s 
earnings to know WHEN he has made a 
sale, as to know HOW tto make it.

One packer in the Ohio Valley writes 
that this movement has been quite notice- 
able in his immediate neighborhood re- 
cently, and he expresses the opinion that 
it is the result of the corn prospects and 
the feeding situation. 

The receipts of hogs at 
points the past week showed a consider- 
able decrease from the preceding week, 
amounting to 417,000. The average price 
was just about steady compared with the 
previous week. 

Prices have been ruling a little under 9c 
average, and this is so close to a feeding 
basis en corn that there is quite a little 
apprehension as to the results.

The average weights for Chicago for 
the past week were 247 Ibs., compared 
with 251 Ibs. last year and 238 Ibs. 2 years 
ago. 


Average Weight Being Watched 

This question of weights is being 
watched with very great care. A good 
many in the trade think that any evidence 
of lighter weights and the sending in of 
young breeding animals will mean the 
evidence of a change in the country atti- 
tude regarding the hog supply, and will 
have a very great bearing on the position 
of supplies later. There appears to be not 
cnough general evidence in this respect 
to draw a broad deduction as to the situ- 
ation. 

The effect of a liquidation by the coun- 
try would, it is feared, mean a large sum 
of inferior-weight hogs, with a cessation 
in active breeding operations, and a ma- 
terial reduction in the supplies available 
next year. 

May Slaughter Higher. 

The packing, as shown by the slaughter 
under Federal inspection in May, showed 
an increase of 635,000 over last year. For 
eleven months ending with May, the in- 
crease has been 1,384,000. 

The comparative figures for May and for 
the eleven months of the slaughter under 
federal inspection follows:

The increase in the total aie of live 
stock slaughtered for the 11 months has 
been a net increase of nearly two million 
head, made up, largely, of hogs and sheep. 


This increased supply, with a continuation 
of moderate exports, has had to be taken 
care of in the domestic trade, and has h ad 
the effect of depressing the prices very 
generally, 

The average hogs, compared 
with last year, shows a decline of over 
5c a lb. The average price of product 
has shown nearly as great a relative loss. 

Corn Prospects Not Good. 

The government report on corn, to be 
issued in July, is expected to show a con- 
dition considerably below the average, and 
a reduced acreage. The reports continue 
persistently unfavorable, although it is ad- 
mitted that there has been some improve- 
ment in the weather. Nevertheless the 
crop is small and late, and only with favor- 
able conditions for growth in July, August 
and September, it is believed, can a normal 
yield per acre be obtained. 

In other words, considerably better 
than normal weather must be seen in 
order to produce a reasonably good crop. 
On top of that, the carry-over of old corn 
is comparatively small, and much under 
last year. “Even with a crop approximately 
as large as last year, the supply available 
will be less, on account of the smaller 
Carry-Over. 

Export Demand Slow. 

Export interest in the market remains 
slow. Shipments are running about 8,000,- 
000 to 11,000,000 Ibs. weekly, and approxi- 
mately 6,000,000 Ibs. of meats. This ap- 
pears to be just a routine demand, and is 
not sufficient in volume to keep the pres- 
sure off the market. 

The reduced estimates of 
crop, and the effect of these estimates in 
the advance in cotton, is interpreted as 
meaning a smaller production of oil next 
year, but the carry-over of oil promises 
to be large enough to more than offset 
the prospective decrease in the crop.

Hog Run Good. 


The run of hogs to market has been 
fairly good.

PACKER HIDES—The market fairly 
active and firm. A further advance of %c 
was obtained on heavy native cows and 
extreme native steers during the week, 
with other descriptions moving at steady 
prices. There was a@ fair movement of 
100, 000 or more hides reported, practically 
all June take-off. Light native cows sold 
moderately at last trading price and this 


figure since freely bid, with offerings 
scarce. 
Spready native steers are quiet and 


nominally 2144@22c. Around 25,000 to 
30,000 heavy native steers, May-June take- 
off, sold at 19%c. One packer sold 1,000

Around 6,000 butt branded steers were 
reported sold at 18c, and 15,000 to 20,000 
Colorados at 17'%4c. Both are steady. 
One packer early in week sold 2,500 heavy 
Texas steers for export at 18c, 1.0.b. Mis- 
souri River. Further sales of around 5,000 


at 18c, were made at Chicago. 
Around 10,000 light Texas __ steers 
brought 17%4e. Extreme light Texas 


steers quoted with branded cows at 17'%c. 

One packer, who last week declined 
18%c for heavy native cows, moved 6,000 
early this week at 19c for June, and 
around 4,000 more sold later. Around 
15,000 light native cows sold at 20c for 
June. There was a good demand and this 
figure was freely bid later. St. Paul light 
cows sold earlier at 20%c. Branded cows 
continue to move at steady price of 17%%s, 
around 10,000 reported. 

Native bulls sold last at 15¢ and a car 
was offered at 15%c for current kill. 
Branded bulls sold last at 13'%4c for north- 
erns, and 14c for southerns. 

SMALL PACKER HIDES—The 
ket is firm but inactive, locally. 
a good demand for July hides, but local 
killers are not offering as yet. Last trad- 
ing in June stocks was at 20c for all- 
weight native steers and sows, and 18c for 
branded; native bulls, 14%c, and branded 
13c. 

Two local killers are still holding June 
hides and asking higher prices. Bids of 
20%c for July hides was declined by St. 
Louis small packers. Some June natives 
reported sold at 20%c at Ft.

CALFSKINS—Packer calfskins quiet.

THAWING FROZEN MEAT. 

The process recommended for scientific 
defrosting of meat is based on experiments 
made by Eduard Kallert, and his book “Die 
Konservirung von Fleisch durch das Ge- 
frier-verfahren.”

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more than %4 per cent. Quite different re- 
sults were shown in experiments where 
frozen meat was cut into pieces and then 
defrosted. In this case the waste of juice 
reached from 10 to 15 per cent of the pre- 
vious weight and the meat itself loses its 
original taste. 

Some loss of weight of frozen meat (not 
more than 1 per cent) takes place in chill- 
ing rooms with only 80 per cent humidity. 
If the humidity is kept between 90-95 per 
cent, no waste in weight is detected. 

The results of experiments in r.pening 
frozen meats are valuable. As is welt cs- 
tablished at the present time, in order for 
a meat to become soft and palatadle, it 
must be kept in the chill room for 6 or 8 
days for ripening. This process is due to 
the work of so-called enzymes which 
means that the muscles become softer. 
When a meat is frozen this process stops 
entirely, but in a defrosted meat it starts 
again. The experiments with the prcepara- 
tion of beefsteaks of defrosted meat have 
shown that it has all the qualities of the 
meat of an animal, just killed. In order 
to become soft and palatable it must be 
treated just in the same way as a meat of 
freshly killed animal, i.e., it must be kept 
in a chilling room for 6 to 7 days: then it 
becomes ripe. 

As a result of these experiments the fol- 
lowing recommendations were made: De- 
frosting of meat must be accomplished in 
whole pieces, and slowly, in a chilling 
room. For quarters of beef, from 4 to 5 
days and a temperature from 40 to 60° F. 
are required. Heavier quarters and fatter 
meat require more time and higher tem- 
peratures. The end of the defrosting pro- 
cess is determined by measuring the tem- 
perature of the deep layers of meat which 
must reach 34° F. From 90 to 95 per 
cent humidity is recommended, to be main- 
tained during this process. 

Defrosted meat should be kept at least 
two days more ina chilling room for ripen- 
ing. During this time the humidity must 
be reduced to 70 per cent—a common value 
for chill rooms.

WHY PORK IS POPULAR.

Moisture content ranges from about 8 per 
cent in the back fat to more than 66 per 

cent in tenderloin. 

Protein varies from about 4 per cent to 
more than 24 per cent in different cuts. 

Fat ranges from 13 to 90 per cent, depend- 
ing on the portion of the carcass selected. 

The mineral portion of the meat, chem- 
ically spoken of as ash, ranges from one- 
one-tenth of 1 per cent to more than 2 per 
cent in different cuts. 

These variations, in connection with 
familiar differences in flavor, enable the skill- 
ful cook to serve dishes of equal relish to 
a laborer or to an office worker, each prod- 
uct containing different proportions of the 
food constituents though from the same ani- 
mal, 

Boiled ham, for instance—as it is purchased 
sliced at the market—is richest in protein, 
whereas clear fat salt pork contains. little 


protein but is very rich in fat. 
Keeping Quality a Factor. 
It is estimated that approximately 20 per 
cent of pork cuts are sold in fresh condi-

tion, and the remaining 80 per cent as cured 
products. 

The physical and chemical properties of 
pork make it especially suited for curing 
and smoking, and, with the exception of a 
few cutsy the cured and smoked products 
are commonly~preferred to the fresh ones. 

These qualities, which are inherent in the 
flesh of the hog, make pork a popular food 
during summer months, and for outings 
where supplies of fresh meat are difficult 
to obtain and where there is no refriger- 
ation. 

The zest for bacon and salt pork among 
persons doing heavy physical work is ex- 
plained by the very high fuel value of these 
products. A pound of either furnishes more 
than 3,000 calories, which is about three 
times as ~great as the number of calories 
ordinarily consumed by the average person 
at a meal. : 

Digestibility of Pork Same as Chicken. 

Meats of all kinds have been found in pre- 
Vious investigations reported by the United 
States Department of Agriculture to be 
among the most digestible of human food 
products. 

Pork compares favorably with other meats 
in this quality. It also digests readily, as 
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shown by the observations ef other workers 
who found that pork digests completely and 
leaves the stomach in approximately three 
hours and fifteen minutes. 

In comparative tests pork was digested in 
the stomach slightly more rapidly than tur- 
key, in the same time as chicken, and slightly 
more slowly than beef or lamb. The differ- 
ence in the average time of digestion among 
the various meats, however, is considered to 
be of slight significance. 

In summing up his experimental work, and 
after considering the results of other inves- 
tigators in the field of biochemical research 
and nutrition, Mr. Hoagland concludes that, 
from a scientific standpoint, pork is justly 
entitled to the high place which it has already 
assumed in the American diet. 

It is particularly valuable as a source of 
fat and energy; it contains a fair proportion 
of protein of excellent quality, and a liberal 
amount of vitamin B. 

On account of its high energy value, pork 
is particularly valuable as a food for persons 
cngaged in heavy manual labor. 

The leaner cuts, however, such as ham, 
tenderloin, and chops, may be ‘eaten inter- 
changeably with other meats, even by persons 
leading sedentary lives.

B. FRANKFELD PASSES. 

B. Frankfeld, a prominent figure in the 
meat trade for more than forty years, 
passed away at his home, 263 Eastern 
Parkway, Brooklyn, last Sunday. The 
name of Frankfeld has been known in the 
meat trade in this territory for a hundred 
years, and this man upheld the traditions 
of the family. 

Mr. Frankfeld was born on May 26, 
1866, in the living quarters above the 
packinghouse of his father, E. Frankfeld, 
at 20th Street and Third Avenue, New 
York City. He had been inthe business 
all his life, and had represented leading 
firms, handling the account of John P. 
Squire & Company of Boston since 1898. 
He handled some very large contracts in 
his time. One in particular in the year 
1919 that involved the sale of 20,000 tons 
of provisions shipped to France attracted 
much attention in the trade. 

He was the original exporter of smoked 
and dry salt meats, as well as lard, to 
Cuba and the West Indies, and was the 
first to ship Argentine frozen beef into 
this country, acting as the representative 
of the British and Argentine Company of 
London. 

He was well known all over the world 
and had an enviable reputation as to char- 
acter and fair dealing. In fact, it is said 
that Mr. Frankfeld has been known 
throughout the trade as being the only 
broker who never had to give a confirma- 
tion on a buy or sell. 

Mr. Frankfeld has been chairman of the 
cammittee on provisions and committee 
on relief, as well as being on the board of 
arbitrators of the New York Produce Ex- 
change for many years. He was a gradu- 


ate of Columbia University and spoke 
many languages, especially Spanish, Ger- 
man and French, which he talked fluently. 
He had traveled extensively. 

The business of B. Frankfeld, Inc., will 
be continued under the same name as 
heretofore, with the same organization 
which had taken many years to establish 
and which had been trained under his per- 
sonal tutelage, following the same _ prin- 
ciples and policies as heretofore. 

Although Mr. Frankfeld had been in 
poor health for the last year, he had been 
actively in touch with the business up to 
last Friday. The funeral services were 
held at 11 a. m. Tuesday from the Fair- 
child chapel in Brooklyn. The large crowd 
which attended showed the esteem in 
which he was held. So great was the num- 
ber that one chapel was not large enough 
to accommodate all, and others had to be 
opened. There were representatives of 
large and small packers, brokers, and in 
fact every firm with which he had done 
business. Floral tributes, too numerous to 
enumerate, added their reminder of the 
friendships formed vy Mr. Frankfeld dur- 
ing his lifetime. Telegrams and letters of 
condolence were received from all sections 
of the country. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. Mil- 
dred Frankfeld, a brother and two sisters.

ACME PACKING LIQUIDATES. 


Unsold items of machinery, brands, 
trademarks, and good will of the Acme 
Packing Company, Green Bay, Wis., will 
be sold at public sale at 10 o’clock the 
morning of June 29, and the company will 
then proceed to reduce its accounts receiv- 
able and other assets to cash and after tak- 
ing care of current debts and incidental 
expenses, distribute the balance among the 
creditors of the company pro rata, and the 
company’s activities will cease. 

This marks the end of one of the big 
war-time enterprises of the meat packing 
industry. The Acme Company was formed 
during the war period as a meat canning 
enterprise. 

According to the balance sheet the com- 
pany has assets totaling $187,971.56 as 
against liabilities of $11,369,022.06, leaving 
a deficit of $11,192,950.50. 

A foot note on the balance sheet says, 
“former officers and employes owe $524,- 
535.63 for purchases of the company’s 
stock, which indebtedness is represented 
by notes and accounts. These are omitted 
from the balance sheet because the greater 
part of the total is being contested and the 
balance is considered uncollectable, due to 
the insolvency of the debtors. 

Since 1921 the company has been oper- 
ated by the directors and an advisory com- 
mittee consisting of representatives of 
creditors and bondholders, and in that 
time the bond holders have been paid 
about 11.5 per cent of their claims and the 
unsecured creditors 16.4 per cent of their 
claims. It is estimated that the remaining 
assets of the company will permit the pay- 
ment of 3 or 4 per cent additional to the 
creditors and bondholders.

ARMOUR PLANS MORE RESEARCH. 


Announcement is made of the organ- 
ization by Armour and Company of a new 
department of research under the direc- 
tion of William P. Hemphill, who has 
just been elected a vice president of the 
company to take charge of this work. 
Mr. Hemphill has relinquished the office 
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of comptroller, to which Edward L. Lalu- 
mier has been appointed. 

In outlining the work of the new re- 
search department, F. Edson White, presi- 
dent of Armour and Company, said: 

“Business is taking on a more scientific 
aspect day by day. Research work is de- 
veloping new and better methods and 
making possible better products. Many 
leading corporations have organized re- 
search departments and given to them 
broad latitude of action. 

“There is nothing mysterious about the 
research work we plan to do. The job 
will be to dig out essential facts relating 
to the conduct of our business. At first 


we shall probably take up market research,

which has been going on spasmodically 
for some time past, and seek to coordinate 
it so that the company may have the bene- 
fit of the research in progress. 

“As a result of the work already being 
done, and that which we will inaugurate, 
we expect to learn a great deal more than 
we now know about the prospective sup- 
plies of livestock and about price trends 
of our most important products, possible 
new markets, the wisdom of handling vari- 
ous products which we now handle 
through choice, and the capabilities of 
salesmen. We shall also study and analyze 
the weak spots in our business for the 
purpose of making constructive plans for 
their improvement. 

“Getting more facts about these matters 
than we now have will enable better plan- 
ning, and our experience with the budget 
is conclusive as to the benefits of plan- 
ning. 

wx budget is merely a plan. We have 
made budgets effective in planning sal- 
aries, expenses and sales, and we have 
come to the definite conclusion that there 
is no department of our business which 
need operate without a well thought out 
plan.

Crown Roast of Lamb 


A Western retailer wants to know how 
to make a crown roast. He says: 
Editor The National Provisioner: 

My customers ask me to make them a crown roast 
and I do not know how. What kind of meat is 
used for this purpose and what cut? Please let 
me know? 

A crown roast is made of the ribs of 
lamb left fastened together. Pork can be 
used instead of lamb for this roast. 

From 8 to 12 or even 14 ribs should be 
used. The bones should be cut off the 
same length, the meat trimmed from them 
as far as the lean meat, and the ribs bent 
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THIS IS A CROWN ROAST. 


and sewed in the shape of a crown with 
the ribs on the outside. 

A crown roast may be stuffed with 
ground meat by the retailer, or the house- 
wife may prefer to make a bread dressing 
similar to that for fowl. The top of this 
filling should be decorated with thin strips 
of salt pork twisted and looped over the 
ends of the bones.
